two gunboats of 1000 tons each, to cost

Provision is also made for building 
one of each class of ships on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and that no contractor 
shall build more than one battleship, 
cruiser or gunboat. 

The 16,000-ton battleship will be the 
largest ever authorized for the nee 
icah navy, and among the largest war 
ships afloat. The armored cruisers will 
be exceptionally large for their class, 

considerably exceeding the New York 
and Brooklyn in tonnage. The amount 
carried by the bill is slightly above 
$76,000,000.

ROFESSIONAL ASSASSINS. 

One undesirable feature of the 
Chinese colony on this Coast, of which 
Eastern people know little or nothing, 
is the fact ‘that the Chirese 
among themselves, secret - 
tions which exercise powers over life 
and property that properly belong to 
a government—a city, county, State 
or Federal government, as the case 
may be. This was strikingly shown a 
few days ago, when the Chinese serv- 
5 es man 
committed suicide, being ughly 
terror-stricken by the knowledge that 
a price had been. set upon his héad 
by the highbinders, and that these 
people, with the persistence and re- 
lentlessness of bioodhounds, would 
never let up until he should be gath- 
ered in. Consequently, he preferred to 
take a short cut, and so evade his 
merciless pursuers. 

Those who have investigated the 
conditions which prevail in the Chi- 
nese colonies of this Coast are aware 
that this unfortunate Celestial’s fears 
were by no means exaggerated. For 


these twentieth century thugs to 


pick out some individual who has of- 
fended them and set a price upon 
his head is with them as common a 
transaction as it would be for an 
American farmer to tell his man to 
kill a hog. It is true that, hitherto, 
the activity of these people has been 
confined to persons of their o 
nationality, but that should not 
oncile us to the existence of so un- 
American and unnatural a condition 
of affairs in this country. Moreover. 
it is by no means certain that, if 
such practices are allowed to continue 
unchecked, the highbinders may not 
grow bolder, and extend their field of 
operations ‘beyond the.Chinese  set- 
tlements. Indeed, a recent report 
from San Francisco told a remarkable 
story which points in this direction. 
One of thé Chinese inspectors at that 
port has been particularly active in 
keeping out Chinese who have no right 
to enter, and in securing the deporta- 
tion of those who are unlawfully here. 
He was a healthy man, in the prime 
of life, but not long ago he began 
to fall off in a mysterious manner, un- 
til he became merely a shadow of his 
former self. His friends claim that 
he has been systematically treated 
with slow poison, administered by . 
connivance among the Chinese. 
has left for the East in order to es- 
cape his threatened fate. 

The mere fact that such a condition 
of things should be seriously dis-- 
cussed in a civilized American city 
shows that it is high time some effort 
should be made to put a check upon 
the opérations of this Chinese “im- 
perium in imperio.” Whatever opin- 
ion may be entertained in regard to 
the desirability, or otherwise, of en- 
couraging Chinese immigration to the. 
United States, there can be only one 
Opinion, among patriotic Americans, 
as to the necessity that all who come 
to this country to live, whether from 
the Orient or from Europe, or from any 
other part of the world, snould be 
made to understand that, whether or. 
not they become American citizens, . 
they are subject to the law and cus 
toms which govern American citizens, ” 
and, except in the case ‘of accredited 
representatives of foreign powers, 
that they will not be permitted to show 
allegiance to any other authority, or to 
endeavor, in whatever manner, to 
subvert and bring into contempt the 
laws which we Americans are satis- 
fied to live under. These remarks are

“There is no doubt that the Eng- 
lish have monstrously exaggerated the 
services which they were able to 
render the United States at the time 
of the war, and in doing so they have 
played into the hands of their astute 
German rivals, who have had little 
difficulty in showing that the claims 
put forward on their behalf heve been 
far in excess of anything that the 
facta justify. The popular delu- 
sion, for instance, that Great Britain 
had threatened to join the © United 
States in a fighting alliance against a 
European coalition is all ‘fee, faw, 
fum.’ We heartily wished the United 


threatening to place the British navy 


is as wide as the distance be- 
tween the two poles. We were ready’ 
to give moral support only.” : 
This controversy as to whether Eng- 
land or Germany is the “best friend” 


of the United States is becoming about 


as wearisome as the Schley-Sampson 
controversy. We hope, most sincerely, 
that both England and Germany are 
our good friends, and we have no 
reason to suppose that they (‘are 
As to manifestations of friendship 
during the war, the fact is not to be 
denied nor forgotten that the govern- 
ment of Great Britain gave many 
proofs of its friendliness toward the 
United States, and its desire that we 
should win in the struggle. Several 
times this friendship was so openly 
manifested that the utmost limits of 
disinterested neutrality were reached. 
It is needless to recapitulate the oc- 
casions when this spirit was made’ 
manifest, or the methods by which 
it was shown. The whole world un- 
derstood that the sympathies of the 
English-speaking race were with our 
side of the conflict, and no nation bet- 
ter understood that fact than Spain. 
It has not been generally understood 
nor claimed, in this country, that 
there was any offer or threat on the 
part of.the British government “to 
place the British navy in the Ameri- 
can fighting line.” There was no 
time when we needed assistance, 
from England or any other country, 
and such a thing was never discussed. 
We received the hearty. moral sup- 
port of the British government, so far 
as it could properly be given. We 
were thankful for it then, and we 
should not forget it now. Germany 
was also distinctly friendly, in all her 
official relations, though not 580 de- 
monstratively and frankly so as Great 
Britain. But the time is gone by 
when the question as to which of 
these two governments was the more 
friendly is of interest or profit as a 
topic of discussion.

THE MIND IN DISEASE. 
How the Sick Unconsciously Hinder a 
Return to Normal Conditions—Mind 


| Healing Principles. 
BY JOSEPH JA‘TROW, PH. D. 


[Continued from jast Wednesday's Times.) 
HERE is/further to be noted in the 
discussion of mental treatment, a 
principle’ of considerable interest— 

namely the misleading part ‘which con- 
sciousness plays in. the general result. 
It is curious yet true that what we feel 
or think we do is not always what we 
actually do. ‘We may be sending forth 
all kinds of will impulses, positive and 
negative, of which we are but vaguely 
aware or concerning which we hold er- 
roneous opiniéns. To begin with, we do 
very many things very well so long as 
we do not do them too intently. When 
we try hard or are made self-conscious, 
that part which does the trying may 
interfere with the part that does the 
doing. Such) is the difficulty which 
some persons /find in swallowing a pill. 
They swallow their food easily enough, 
but instead letting the swallowing 
mechanism take care of the pill, they 
call the will into play in a service in 
which it does more harm than good. 
certain amount of judicious negiect and 
unconscious performance of function is 
a marked characteristic of health. Ex- 
treme consciousness of internal proc- 
esses bodily d mental is a symptom 
of disease. ewise, if you walk down 
the aisle as a late comer at a concert 
or in church, with the eyes of the audi. 
ence upon you, your walk and carriage 
lose their notmal, natural character. 
The physiologist might tell you that 
you are walking with your cerebral 
hemispheres instead of with your cere- 
bellum; the psychologist might add 
that you are unconsciously setting 
forth a complicated series of will im- 
pulses which interfere with the per- 
formance of the simple flat for the legs 
to walk. The process of learning to 
ride a bicycle: makes one realize these 
conflicts between the voluntary and 
the involuntary powers that be. A 
young lady, not yet expert as a rider, 
tries in vain to\guide the machine with 
only one hand on the handle bar; the 
‘Instant she releases a hand, the ma- 
chine wobbles and back comes the 
hand to steady the craft. When, how- 
ever, a hairpin threatens to lose its 
hold, the left-hand naturally finds its 
way to the back hair, while the right 
guides the marthine. It may be a mo- 
ment later before the rider reali that 
she has done without effort what too 
intent effort had prevented. Appar- 
ently too much trying, or the wrong 
‘kind of trying spoils the result. The 
same is true of the efforts which the 
sick person puts forth an the attitude 
he assumes toward recovery; and in 
both cases may be but vaguely 
aware of the kind of impulses going 
on within us that more or less prevent 
success: and if called upon to give an 
account of the actual state of affairs, 
we should doubtless tell a very mis- 
leading tale. Such a deception may 
quite sincere. 
UNCONSCIOUS SELF-OPPOSITION. 
In other cases we may be still less 
aware of the nature or even of the ex- 
istence of thest mysterious impuises, 
yet they are constantly being exerted 
in regard to all the intimate affairs of 
bodily and mental welfare which deter- 
mine our attitude of sympathy or - 
tagonism to individuals, to measures, to 
a treatment of disordered functions, to 
our success in| executing the mandates 
of our desires. Paradoxical as it seems, 
we may be worrying and yet not able 
to realize iously that we are 
worrying; we may be unconsciously 
placing obstacles in the path of our 
own progress, unconsciously antagoniz- 
ing influences to which we yet express 
our willingness and our intention to 
succumb. We seem unable to let go and 
let the right hand riot know what the 
left is doing; and that itself is a sort 
of impairment of the will. Such is the 
nervous tension .that prevents whole- 
some relaxation of nerve and muscle; 
such is the resistance that may be of- 
fered to the influence of an anaesthetic 
to which at bottom one really wishes to 
succumb; fis the agony of the suf- 
ferer from sleeplessness, and, to return 
to the bicycle, such ts the tendency to 
clutch the handle bars tightly as 
though they were the only means of 
support, to which the novice in spite of 
constant effort finds himself yielding. 

WHERE MENTAL TREATMENT 

SUCCEEDS. 

What is moderately true under fairly 
normal circumstances becomes abnor- 
mally conspicuous in exaggefated con- 
ditions of nervous disorder. It is, then, 
the getting rid of the unconsciously ex- 
erted, retarding influences (and they 
may be of endless sorts and conditions) 
that allows*the normal recuperative 
powers to come into action. The 
change of physician from one who, 
though capable, fails to inspire confi- 
dence, to one with greater tact or rep- 
utation, or one who uses methods that 
happen to appeal to the peculiarities of 
the patient, often brings about remark- 
able sudden progress after long-con- 
tinued standstill. All physicians recog- 
nize this, and the wise ones know bet- 
ter than to give all the credit to the 
last one in attendance; for they know 
the importance of the preparatory 
stages of recuperation—the long rest, 
the careful nursing, the building up of 
new tissue—which pave the way for the 
later response to suitable stimuli; they 
know that the success of mental treat- 
ment influences|in the treatment of dis- 
ease depends as much upon supplying 
the conditions in the tient that will 
enable him to react as in the tactful and 
forceful application of such incentives; 


element which ‘the caprice of nervous 
disorders introduces into the problem. 
For it must be remembered that the 
‘hysterical temperament is a very gen- 
eral one, and accurs especially among 
the more remarkably and loudly-her- 
alded: instances of miraculous cures. 
What proportion of the annals of won- 
der-working cufes and mind-cures are 
to be set down to the delusive and eva- 
sive vagaries of hysterical subjects 
cannot be precisely estimated: but on 
any reckoning it must ,be very large. 
In many specifi cases the alleged mal- 
ady that was &o triumphantly cured, 
when all doctors had failed, has been 
shown to have been of the peculiar 
non-existent and yet real kind charac- 
teristic of hysteria. The hysterical pa- 
tient craves the attention and the nov- 
elty of experience, that striking mind- 
cures bring with them: the doctrines 
and the atmosphere of many of the 
modern movements that cure by ap- 
peals to faith or to the non-existence of 
disease, are such as to appeal forcibly 
to the hysterical temperament. Only 
the trained physician may be trusted to 
decide how far an alleged cure Isreal. 
and how far the symptoms point to yet 
another case of that protean malady, 
hysteria. And so again, we have an 
iliustration of the technical knowledge 
which the practitioners of mind-cure 
methods ignore, yet which is Indisnen- 
sable to a right opinion. The ignorant

mind cure is reasonabie, simple and 
direct+-not in detail naturally, but in 
its general features. It is not possible 
to consider individual cases, involving 
quite probably peculiarities not here 
taken into account, and yet conforming 
to the general principies which are far 
more important than the individual va- 
riations. We have simply to remem- 
ber that for many types of patients 
the particular kinds of mental stimula- 
tion to which their temperament and 
traini responds are just t repre- 
sented by such extreme and in part ir- 
rational, though impressive, measures 
which the professional mind curists 
use. It may be the religious element 
appealing to a sincere faith in the per- 
sonal benevolence of vidence; it 
may appear in the fanatical] devotion 
to the personal power of a Dowie; it 
May present itself as a quasi-intellec- 
tual solace in the momentously-worded 
doctrines of Mrs. Eddy, in which like- 
wise ere is an appeal to religious 
; may be simply a credulity 
“In the pretensions of an “absent heal. 
er’ or the advertisements of a foolish 
medical system or the wonder-working 
fame of a given procedure or a patent 
medicine— yet all restorations to health 
that one or another of these practices 
record find a common element in that 
h happens to supply the stimulus 
suitable to the given case. It is by no 
means all a matter of chance: but, 
again, the details of the specific differ- 
ences inthe several cases areof second- 
ary importance. Of prime importance 
is the recognition that these forms of 
mental healing simply embody in ex- 
treme and often irrational form the 
application of principles which physi- 
ology, psychology and medicine clearly 
recognize and wisely apply. 
HEALING BY HYPNOTISM. 

In one mode of treatment, moreover, 
the mechanism of the change of mental 
attitude involved in mind cures be- 
comea_ more definitely demonstrable, 
and conspicuously confirms the princi- 
ples here nted. I refer to the use 
of hypnot as a means of treatment 
of disorders... Hypnotism is sufficiently 
understood to enable one to state that 
it involves just such a reorganization 
of the relations of the voluntary and 
the involuntary as we have 

n here considering. The tient 
who has lost the power to dismiss un- 
bidden and harassing thoughts, and 
has thus become a prey to insomnia, 
may his normal power through 
the deeper influences of hypnotic sug- 
gestion. What the hypnotic suggestion 
effects is not essentially mysterious: 
it removes the un lously-opposing 
impulses and allows the norma! tenden- 
cles gradually to be reinstated; it puts 
to sleep the too intensely conscious and 
interfering impulses and arouses the 
dormant, normal and relatively subcon- 
scious habits. In the fact that it nar- 
rows the field of consciousness by 

ing hors de combat the doubts and 
ears and hesitancies and the other 
self-imposed hindrances to successful 
functioning, lies its strength and its 
direct appeal to the underlying equally 


well organized, though in involun- 
tary, functions, It is in Mr, Stockton’'s 
hrase, a discourager of hesitancy. 


ust as the sleep walker may tread 
fearlessly in places in which with nor- 
mal consciousness his realization of the 
danger would itself constitute the chief 
danger: just as stage {right my para- 
lyze all activity, but once absorbed in 
his part, the actor forgets himself and 
his audience alike, so the hypnotised 
subject, from the hesitancies of 
gself-consciousness, regains through 
suggestion to his relieved nerve cen- 
ters a more direct control of the func- 
tions conducive to recovery. It has 
been well said that it is not the just, 
but the irresponsible, who sleep sound- 
ly: hypnotic suggestion secures a relief 
from the unnecessary, worrying sort of 
responsibility. In brief, the treatment 
of disease by hypnotic suggestion acts 
by a somewhat different mechanism, 
yet it is in essence closely akin to and 
involves the same psychological prin- 
ciples as those upon which depend the 
efficacy of mind cures. 

FACTORS NOT CONSIDERED. 

‘Before concluding it is well to state 
that only a selected portion of the 
principles that may afford an explana- 
tion of the success and the modus op- 
erandi of mind cures has been here con- 
sidered. Other factors, not so psycho- 
logical in character, demand considera- 
tion if we desire to account for so much 
of the records of cures by these meth- 
ods as will bear the test of close in- 
quiry. I must be content to express 
my conviction that these, in conform- 
ity with the bearings of the more gen- 
eral principles that have been con- 
sidered, will serve to separate the true 
from the false along recognized scien- 
tific lines. and to bring the true within 
focusing range of the medical sciences, 
MENTAL TREATMENT BY PHYSI- 

CIANSB:. 

The practical question then remains as 
to whether we shall be blinded by the 
half success or the chance success, the 
false reports, the exaggerated and mis- 
leading statements, the pernicious ig- 
norance, and the vicious violation of 
common-sense hygiene, which one or 
another of the extreme mind-cure prop- 
aganda put forth, or whether we shall 
retain a rational application of the 
proper and truly valuable role which 
mental stimuli play in the recovery 
from the ills that flesh and mind are 
heir to. If it were generally understood 
to what an extent mental treatment is 
wisely and sanely introduced into the 
practice of skiliful physicians, particu- 
] how well such influences are util- 
ized in cases of conspicuous nervous 
troubles—that in brief there is a wel- 
balanced and sound and rational form 
of utilizing the influences of mental 
upon bodily conditions—then it is not 
unlikely that the field of application of 
the latter would be more extended and 
the success of extreme propaganda 
the profits of charlatans be proportion- 
ately diminished. The true psychology 
mind cures allies them with well- 
recognized everyday principles; the ex- 
treme forms that secure the popular 
attention lead to senseless mysticism, 
to a lack of rational perepective and 
to the spread of confusion and error.

Comedian With the Forepaugh-Sells 

Show—Others Gain Sympathy for Ac- 

cidents, but He’s Paid to Be Punched. 


[New York Sun:} The at the 
circus marvel at the aérial ts. 
They hold their breaths as the many- 
a@jectived Diavolo “loops the toop” 
on a bicycle, and they scream with 
excitement over the four-horse chariot 
race. But, after all, how many of 
them would really enjoy the show if 
the clown was eliminated? 

It is the clown and his antics that 
give spice to the circus, and from the 
little boys and giris right up to the 
gray-haired old folks who bring them 
to the show everyone enjoys the clown. 

In the days of the one-ring circus 

the clown had a fair and square 
chance to be funny. He could stand 
in the sawdust circle and crack jokes 
as sharp as the snap of the ringmas- 
ter’s whip. And it was no smal) part 
of his duty to be able to give quick 
and humorous retorts to any, remarks 
hurled suddenly in his direction from 
the audience. 
_ Nowadays the work of the clown is 
entirely pantomimic. If he says any- 
thing he says it for his own amuse- 
ment; no one else hears him uniess it 
be the other clowns. His field of op- 
portunity has narrowed, and of course 
it takes a better man to be a success- 
ful cloWn now than it did in the old 
days of the one-ringed show. 

_The work of the clowns in the Fore- 
ugh-Selis Bros.’ Circus at Madison 
uare Garden is better and funnier 

this year than it has ever been before. 
No price is too high for a good hearty 
laugh, and at the circus this year one 
gets a succession of them for a very 
small fraction of the price one. 
These clowns are genuinely funny, and 
the man who sees them doesn't go 
away muttering about the good old 
days of Dan Rice or some other celeb- 
rity of his boyhood. He just takes the 
laughs away with him and has them 
all over\again after he home. 

The creator of all of the “business” 
at the circus this year is a young man 


named Oakley, who will be 
more readily identified by his friends 
if he is called “Slivers.” The circus 


world gave him the of “Slivers”’ 
long ago, and it has stuck to him 
since. Oakley is without doubt the 
ype finished clown seen in this city 


minute he appears until he goes out 
for a breathing, spell, and the “busi- 
ness’’ which he has devised and which 
he and the other clowns carry out is 
excruciatingly funny. 

Oakley is everything that a clown 
should be and a good many things 


trained acrobat; and so his horseplay 
comes in with any act, and is always 
effective. He is ready and willing to 
go through any antic that will amuse,

Oakley changes his costume about 
twenty times during a performance, 
and so it is very hard to follow him 
through an afternoon or an evening. 
These costumes are all of his own de« 
vising, and a remarkable collection 
they are. Much that is funny about 
them escapes the casual observer, be- 
cause of the distance one has to look 
from at Madison Square Garden. But 
there is one hat that Oakley wears 
which is worthy of description. It is a 
wide-brim farmer’s hat. The sides of 
the brim are brought up against the 
sides of the crown and held in place by 
a string, at each end of which is a 
clothespin. This makes a clothesline 
out of the piece of string and sus- 
pended from the exact center of it is 
a diminutive r of drawers. 

Not one persdn in a hundred really 
makes out this hat as Oakley flits about 
the Garden, but the one who does has 
a good laugh. Oakley wears a pair of 
false feet with this hat. Around the 
big toe of the left foot he has tied 
a piece of red flannel. If you ask him 
why he wears that piece of flannel he 
will tell you because he stepped on a 
piece of glass out in the ring. 

It is because of this attention to de- 
tails that Oakley is called the most 
finished clown who has appeared with 
a circus in this city. 

He and the clowns under him must 
be seen to be appreciated. ir an- 
tics are very funny and they are a 
show in themselves. 

Oekley tried to tell a Sun reporter 
something about the life of a clown 
during the performance. one afternoon 
last week. He told an interesting story, 
but he had to tell it in three, five and 
ten-minute sections, for he has very 
little leisure during a performance, 
and much of that time he spends try- 
ing to get back the breath that has 
been ocked out of him by his com- 
rades in the ring. For the iife of 
a clown is a violent life. He must 
punch and be punched, he must kick 
and be kicked, he must fall hard and 
often, or else he won't be the kind 
of funny person that folks expect and 
want. 

“If people would only laugh at some- 
thing nice and gentle,"’ said Oakley, 
‘It would’nt be so bad a clown. 
No, they want a fe!- 


to them. 

“If one of the tumblers makes a 
miscalculation and lands on the end of 
his spine instead of his feet, there is 
a cry of horror from the audience, and 
everyone looks anxiously to see if the 
man is hurt. But if a clown does a 
double somersault over three elephants 
and, skipping the mattress, lands on 
the bare ground on the small of his 
back, everybody laughs. And they 
expect the next clown to do this or 
something even funnier. When the 
doesn't they seem su and say: 
‘Say, that first fellow was the funniest 
of the lot, wasn’t he?’ 

“Now I ride a mule in this show in 
one part of the ormance, and in 
order to please I have to let that mule 
run away with me, throw me, kick 
me, and sometimes stamp on me. There 
isn’t one bit of fake in thet mule act— 
not a bit. Of course people think I 
fake the whole thing, but I don’t. 

“Ten years ago I might have faked 
it and got just as much leughter out 
of it as I do now. But nowadays I've 
got to let the mule have the fun in- 
stead of me, in order to please the peo- 
ple. There isn't a performance after 
which I don’t come out of that ring 
lame and sore; but as I limp out the 
last thing I hear is roars of laughter. 

“Why, in the parade the other day, 
one of the heaviest of the show wag- 
ons ran over the foot of one of the 
clowns and mashed several of his 
toes very badly. He let out a howl 
genuine pain and went ping across 
the garden on his good foot, the in- 
jured one tightly clasped in his hand.

Pursued by an Insatiable Commercial- 
ism, the Tuneful Mocking-bird Tribe 
Promises to Become Extinct on the 


A corner in mocking-birds is the 
latest commercial enterprise to loom up 


oly has not been fully redlized, as yet, 
local bird dealers are keeping a sharp 
watch on the supply and several firms 
have agents out to gobble up all of the 
brown songsters in sight. 

All this is because the people are de- 
manding mockers instead of canaries.

The members of the firm that an- 
nounced this unlimited appetite for the 
birds admit that they are trying to 
corner the product of the Pacific Coast, 
but claim that the supply is’ becoming 
alarmingly scarce. 

It/ would seem,” said one of these, 
who has had twenty years’ experience 
in catering to lovers of bird music, 
“that we should be able to keep up with 
the demand, for the mocker is found all 
along the Paci Coast from British 
Columbia to Lower California, but the 
fact that the Yaquis who flooded this 
city with the singers last winter 
found ready buyers for them among 
the tourists, shows that the market can 
hardly be overstocked. Just now there’ 
is a great scarcity, and it will probably 
continue, for there is no disputing the 
fact that, in spite of protection laws, 
the mocking-bird tribe is thinning rap- 
idly and promises to me almost 
extinct.”

SAN PEDRO, April 22.—The four 
boats missing- from this port were

MONROVIA. 
FARMERS’ BIG MEETING. 

' MONROVIA, April 22.—The session of 
the Farmers’ Institute, which closed 
last evening, was the most interesting 
and largely-attended meeting of farm- 
ers and orchardists ever held in this 
community. It was conducted by Prof.. 
A. J. Cook of Pomona College. The 
morning session opened with an ad- 
dress of welcome by Mayor Bartle, and 
was responded to by Prof. Cook. Dr. FE. 
W. Reed of Cucamonga presented the 
subject of frosts ably and interest- 
ingly, giving the experience of himself 
and others in successfully combating 
frosts in citrus orchards. Prof. Sum- 
ner of Pomona College told about 
farmers’ clubs and the good they ac- 
complished in every community in 
which they were organized. 

An interesting part of the programme 
and one in which orange growers were 
particularly interested, was the in- 
spection of trees that had been fumi- 
gated under the. direction of W. H. 
Payne, local horticultural inspector, in 
support of his claim that scale in ad- 
vanced stages can be killed by heroic 


but one tree was treated, scale in all 
stages was killed, while adjoining trees 
were alive with scale. The trouble 
with most fumigators is that mos: of 
the work is done in hot weather, when 
trees will not stand five ounces of 
cyanide without burning the tender 
growth, while in winter the same tree 
would stand sixteen ounces. The lat- 
ter dose would effectually kill the scale, 
while the former would not. Mr. 
Payne's paper on this subject, read at 
the evening session, was generally
